Race Tension Mounts

‘Rights’ Issue Should Be Kept Orderly 


Though many conferences to 
avert the picketing are quietly 
underway, at the moment it ap­ 
pears that the lines will definite­ 
ly be thrown around the conven­ 
tion hotel. 
Leader of the demonstrations 
will be Rev. Richard A l l e n 
Hildebrand, 
president 
of 
the 
New York Branch of the Nation­ 
al Association for the Advance­ 
ment of Colored People. 
He also is chairm an of the 
Joint Committee for Equal Em ­ 
ployment 
Opportunity 
in 
the 
Construction Industry. Its ob­ 
jective is the winning of many 
jobs for Negroes in the New 
York construction industry 
It has been 
a particularly 
militant 
comm ittee 
It 
has 
forced the shutdown of the Har­ 
lem Hospital construction proj­ 
ect for months. The work was 
discontinued by the city after 
mass picketing at the grounds. 
Rev. Hildebrand's group has 
declared open w ar on the NEIT­ 
CH) 
construction 
unions 
He 
wants the apprentice and mem­ 
bership rolls opened wide to Ne­ 
groes immediately, so they can 
be hired by contractors in the 
extremely busy New York area. 
The joint committee, charg­ 
ing that the jobs have not been 
opened, has been preparing for 
the demonstrations. Not for a 
long time will the national lead­ 
ers of labor be so concentrated 
in one spot. And in New York, 
at that, less than a mile from 
the F N.

their flashbulbs might touch off 
more outbreaks. 
The demonstration arose be­ 
cause last Saturday a Negro was 
shot and killed by a white police­ 
man who said that the Negro 
lunged 
at 
him with 
a 
knife 
while resisting arrest. 
In St. Augustine. Fla . accord­ 
ing to a C rited Press Interna­ 
tional dispatch, white men drove 
through a Negro neighborhood 
near that city Monday n i g h t , 
blasting homes and Negro night 
clubs with rifle and shotgun fire. 
A 
live 
hand 
grenade 
was 
tossed at one night club but 
it failed to explode. Authorities 
said two or three cars contain­ 
ing white men were involved. 
These are typical of many dis­ 
orders that do not always at­ 
tract national attention. Nearly 
every day the press associa­ 
tions carry in brief form a list 
of disturbances due to racial 
friction. 


THE QUESTION arises as to 
whether 
the 
recent 
agitation 
and 
series 
of demonstrations 
hasn’t produced a racial con­ 
sciousness that didn’t exist be­ 
fore as widely as it does today. 
Certainly the subject is one 
that causes grave concern to 
the police everywhere Many cit­ 
ies have Negro policemen and, 
unquestionably, there should be 
more of them. especially in Ne­ 
gro neighborhoods for when a 
white policeman and a Negro 
collide, the impression can be 
spread by inflamed persons that 
the arrest is unjust or that dis­ 
crimination prevails. 
The 
problem 
is 
one 
that 
should, 
to 
be 
sure, 
interest 
churchmen 
Many of them re­ 
grettably are themselves active 
participants rn demonstrations 
and hence their influence for ob­ 
servance of law and order is 
not as great as it might be oth­ 
erwise 
Too often the emotionally im ­ 
pelled leader ceases to be con­ 
ciliatory 
and 
talks 
in 
term s 
that result rn perhaps an unin­ 
tended incitement 
Negro leaders are themselves 
divided Although Attorney Gen­ 
eral Robert F. Kennedv is cer­ 


tainly doing his utmost to di­ 
minish 
racial 
discrimination 
and is trying to do it by legis­ 
lation, he was nevertheless the 
object of a picketing dem onstra­ 
tion Monday night in New York 
City. 
The pickets were led by the 
organization known as the Con­ 
gress of Racial Equality and 
included persons from other civ­ 
il rights groups. 
A spokesman for the demon­ 
strators was quoted by the UPI 
as having exclaimed; “The Ken­ 
nedy brothers sold out the Amer­ 
ican Negro bv trying to water 
down a strong civil rights bill.” 
The reference was to the ad­ 
m inistration’s efforts to get a 
bill through the House Judiciary 
Committee Faced with certain 
defeat on what was termed as 
extrem e 
m easure, 
the 
Presi­ 
dent had intervened personally 
to get a compromise bill report­ 
ed out bv the committee, and 
was successful. 
The saying that “ half a loaf 
is 
better 
than 
none” 
was. 
however, disregarded by these 
Negro leaders, who apparently 
thought it was better to see the 
more sweeping bill go down to 
defeat than to work for one 
that had a chance of passage. 
Now. this particular demon­ 
stration was orderly and. while 
it 
attracted many spectators, 
there were no untoward inci­ 
dents 
The episode, 
however, 
emphasizes 
the 
tense 
feeling 
which is aroused. 
This often results in ti state 
of mind that can bring on se­ 
rious disorder whenever there is 
the slightest clash between the 
races in which the police are 
compelled to intervene 
Whether Congress will pass a 
civil rights bill is difficult to 
predict now*, but there is certain 
to be a delaying filibuster in the 
Senate. Sen 
Richard Russell, 
IMI a . after talking with South­ 
ern senators on Monday, was 
quoted as having said that some 
of the senators ‘'expressed the 
opinion that demonstrations out­ 
side the South perhaps have been 
helpful” to the Southern side of 
the case. 


IF A CIVIL RIGHTS bill is 
enacted, there will at least be 
a law on the subject instead 
of vague court orders. The issue 
then will be clear cut and obed­ 
ience to a law of Congress on 
the subject of racial discrim ina­ 
tion in specific forms will be a 
plain obligation 
for the first 
time, since no statute has ever 
been 
passed 
before 
covering 
the sam e ground 
The constitutionality of such 
a law will, of course, be tested 
but the problem should he re­ 
moved from the realm of street 
demonstrations and left to the 
orderly 
processes 
of 
law 
to 
handle.
